This could be the last Hornet you read 
for a while. 

Mike Hackard, student body president, 
and V.P. Bill Schneider have apparently 
decided to suspend publication of the 
Hornet. 

In a confrontation with the Hornet, 
culminating at a Board of Publications 
meeting where the two officers demanded 
the resignation of Scott Burns, editor of 
the Hornet, the two have decided that the 
Hornet is not representing the interests of 
the Associated Students. Their response 
to this however, rather than 
implementing the process whereby an 
editor may be removed, has been to 
threaten to cut off funds for the paper if 
Burns does not resign. 

Their power to do so, they contend, is 
inherent in a state law that requires one 
of their signatures on the claims schedule 
before ASSSC monies may be spent. If 
their demands are not met, they claimed, 
they would refuse to sign the schedule, 
thereby making it impossible for the 
Hornet to use its allocated funds 

On this, however, their opposition, is 
eager to point out that should they cut 
off funds for the Hornet they would find 
themselves involved in lawsuits on 
numerous issues involving freedom of the 
press, freedom of speech, breach of 
contract and violation of due process 

Nevertheless, Hackard and Schneider 
appear undaunted in their belief that they 
hold the trump card in the matter 

List of Demands 

Yesterday they presented a list of 
demands to the Board of publications 
which included the resignation of the 
editor, the resignation of the Chairman of 
the Board of Publications, Maryellen 
Burns, as well as demands for increased 
coverage of the Associated Students and 
ASSSC events. 

It was made clear early, however, that 
their only serious interest in the matter 
was to eliminate the two Burns. For the 
demands for increased coverage of the 
ASSSC_ merely paralleled — previous 
discussions about this matter in which the 
Hornet expressed interest in covering 
those affairs in a more extensive fashion 


If You Can Drive It, 


In an earlier meeting with Bill Schneider 
and John Clinton (coordinator of 
Academic Affairs who has subsequently 
resigned |\is post to express his opposition 
to Hackard and Schneider), Schneider 
and Burns agreed that there were 
difficulties in this area, and discussed 
possible remedies. In fact Schneider 
agreed with Clinton when Clinton 
commented that this entire incident with 
the Hornet could very well be construed 
as ‘‘shifting the burden onto the Hornet 
for the ASSSC’s own incompetence.” 

The focus of the battle then appears to 
be on the editor of the Hornet. When 





MIKE HACKARD 
asked if they were interested in removing 
the editor or establishing policies to 
insure a quality newspaper, both were 
emphatic that the Hornet could not be a 
quality paper as long as Burns was editor 

Both the board of publications and 
Burns agreed that if Hackard and 
Schneider, or anyone for that matter, had 
charges against the editor they would be 
received and considered by the board, 
and if the allegations were proven to be 
true the board would be receptive to 
initiating the process wherein Burns could 
be removed. All agreed that whatever the

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case considerations must follow the 
dictates of due process as mandated by 
the ASSSC constitution. The board 
unanimously approved a resolution to 
that effect; however, the board also 
expressed distaste and displeasure at what 
one board member termed ‘“‘coercive 
tactics’ and they were emphatic in 
insisting that the process of investigating 
the allegations would be initiated only if 
Hackard and Schneider withdrew their 
threat to suspend funds. As Norman 
Better, Dean of Students and member of 
the Board put it, “The Board should 
consider any charges, but no charges have 
as yet been brought. I don’t like to be 
confronted, with our backs against the 
wall, with a list of demands which we 
must respond to by tomorrow.” The 
threatened freeze was to take place 
beginning today if the resignations did 
not take place. 

If Hackard and Schneider go through 
with their threat they will have forced 
themselves into a position of opposing 
the Constitution of the United States as 
well as the California State Constitution, 
the ASSSC Constitution, and the SSC 
Student Bill of Rights on at least two 
separate issues, freedom of the press and 
the right to due process 

John Roberts, a student member of the 
BOP had these comments: “Senate Bill 
19 (the law which Hackard and Schneider 
base the legitimacy of their action) does 
not abrogate the Constitution of the 
United States. No one in this country has 
the right to abrogate freedom of the press 
and speech.”’ Roberts drew a parallel with 
the case of Daniel Elisberg and Anthony 
Russo whose release of the Pentagon 
Papers has made them victims of their 
action solely because it was detrimental 


to the political power of the Nixon 
administration. ‘Now when someone on 
this campus begins to act in such a 


manner as the President to abrogate the 
freedom of every single student on this 
campus by threatening to cut off funds 
for the campus publication because that 
campus publication does not do what 
they want it to do, that is a direct 
violation of the Constitution. When 
individuals in power on this campus act in 
such a manner they are acting 
irresponsibly. I consider this to be an 
unmitigated power move on Michael 
Hackard’s part and on (Bill Schneider’s) 
part because (they) don’t happen to 
agree; because the Hornet has not always 
been favorable to (their) administration.” 

At the same time, Hackard and 
Schneider find themselves in the position 
of violating the due process of their own 
Constitution. Although there are 
procedures whereby an editor may be 
removed they have chosen not to exercise 
that option and instead have based their 
action on a claim to represent the 
interests of the 17,000 students on this 
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campus. They denied that the Student 
Senate had to be involved in the decision; 
or that anyone other than themselves had 
any legitimate claim against their power 
to act. To which Roberts quipped “If all 
the power is in the executive, what the 
hell do we need a Board of Publications 
for (or the rest of student government, 
another member added). Why don’t you 
just set yourself up as Pope and leave it at 
that.” 

By denying that the student senate has 
a role in this, however, the two have 
placed themselves on a dangerous limb 
For if they suspend funds it is certain a 
lawsuit(s) will be filed against them. Yet 
before they may hire an attorney they 
will require the consent of the senate to 
do so. Since the senate has never been 
overly receptive to the two in the first 
place it is doubtful that they would come 
to their support on this matter. 

In addition to being faced with a 
lawsuit, Hackard and Schneider may find 
themselves even further in the cold. For if 
the legal staff of the Chancellor’s office 
(who are studying the matter now) 
determine that a suspension of funds 
would result in a breach of contract 
(either with the printer, advertisers, staff 
or equipment leasing) then President 
Hyink may be authorized to okay the 
expenditure of funds despite Hackard’s 
and Schneider’s objections. They would 
thus find themselves having taken an 
action that could only result in a lawsuit 
against them. 

At the end of the day, Hackard and 
Schneider had not responded to the 
resolution of the Board of Publications. 
Thus, as of last night, it was unknown 
whether or not the two would implement 
their threat or drop it in favor of 
following the due process as 
recommended by the Board of 
Publications.

Obviously intended to tickle 
the funny bone, Chicanos on 
campus did not take it that way 
After already reaching the 
disordered state of mind, I 
opened the flap and began to 
read. Immediately, my heartbeat 
did a double-take, my eyes 
became blurred and my body 
temperature rose 2 degrees, for 
next to the drawing of the ‘old 
familiar cactus tree’? was the 
advertiser's reasons for me to 
subscribe to the National 
Lampoon.

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A dramatic masterpiece nearly 
2,500 years old will be shown 
here Saturday, March 4 

The “Ortesia’’. of Aeschylus, 
called by some critics the 
greatest moral work of Western 
man, begins at 8:15 p.m. in the 
college Little Theater. 

Actually, this production will 
consist of a shortened version of 
the huge trilogy of plays. And 
the plays will be done as 
“dance-drama.”’ 


The dance department of 
Cabrillo College, located in 
Aptos, near Santa Cruz, has 


developed the touring group of 
20 players which will present the 
“‘Oresteia,’ which deals with ‘an 
endless chain of crime and war 
brought upon the human race. 


As mentioned above, the 
““Oresteia” is actually a 
trilogy —the only surviving 
trilogy of plays from the 


Athenian tragic age of classical 
Greece. The Cabrillo group will 
present the first two plays: “‘The 
Agamemnon,” and “The 
Choephoroe (or 
Liberation-Bearers).”’ The third 
play is ““‘The Eumenides,” which 
has not been added to the 
repertory yet. 

The “dance-drama” style of 
production (as opposed to the 
traditional, almost operatic-style 
of presenting classical tragedy) 
calls for a great amount of 
fluidity on stage. The chorus and 
the actors alike dance in the 
production which is far removed 
from “realistic” or “naturalistic” 
staging. And the dancing varies 
from the extremely restrained 
movement patterns common in 
revivals of Greek tragedy to an 
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almost dervish-like frenzy. 

There is almost no scenery 
Much of the language is 
tape-recorded or else is chanted 
or sung. Stage lighting 
emphasizes the dance patterns 
The music includes everything 
from Gregorian chants’ to 
modern percussion pieces to 
baroque suites-much of which 
has been electronically 
transformed. There is some live 
music, too. 

Nicholas Milich, director of 
the Cabrillo group, adapted the 
test and Wilma Marcus, of the 
college’s dance department, 
choreographed the play 


However, much of the 
production was developed 
through improvisation and 


group discussion. Cast members 
(who are often called upon to 
play more than one role) did 
everything from making their 
own costumes to writing music 
to designing make-up. 

One of the special features of 
this production is the presence 
of an “offstage chorus” in 
addition to the nine chorus 
members onstage. The offstage 
chorus provides music and 
narration in a way similar to the 
Japanese Not. theater. These 
narrators often take up acting 
roles during the plays 

“The Agamemnon,” which 
will provide the first act of the 
production records a long series 
of events: The murder of the 
children of Thyestes by Atreus, 
father of Agamemnon; the 
abduction of Helen by Paris of 
Troy; the Trojan war; 
Agamemnon’s sacrifice of his 
own daughter, Iphigeneia; the 
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Trilogy of Athenian tradgedies at SSC 


utter destruction of Troy and 
the death of most of the Greek 
army in a long-drawn out war, 
led by Agamemnon; the 
wreckage of the Greek fleet at 
sea. 

All these events lead up to the 
murder of Agamemnon by his 
wife, Clytaemestra, who claims 
her deed is just retribution for 
the sacrifice of Iphigeneia. She is 
assisted in the murder by 
Aegisthus, the surviving child of 
Thyestes. 

However, in the second act, 
Orestes, the sen of Agamemnon, 
banished from his father’s land 
by Clytaemestra, returns and 
kills his mother in turn.

Majority at 18

March 4 may be a day for 
rejoicing for most people 
attaining legal status as adults by 
the new age of majority law. 
But, for at least 29,000 young 
people throughout California, 
who are going to school or are in 


vocational training this law 
presents some dire 
consequences. 


The State’s attorneys have 
declared the law (AB-2887) no 
longer permits welfare benefits 
to students reaching the age of 
18, under the Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children 
program. In Sacramento County 
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at least 1450 young people will 
have their aid discontinued 
regardless if they are in foster 
homes, living in institutions such 
as Stanford Home, or in high 


school, college, vocational 
school, and regardless if they are 
handicapped. 

Although in 1971 the 


legislature turned down repeated 
attempts by the Reagan 
administration to remove this 
special category of people from 
the welfare roles, they have 
neglected to provide a means for 
their care after the end of 
March, 1972. This cannot be 
considered as a mere oversight, 
since Assemblyman Paul Priolo, 
author of the bill, admitted toa 
UPI reporter (12-29-71) that the 
legislature was aware of the 
effect on welfare recipients, but 
that “it was never considered as 
an issue.”” 

Speaking for the North Area 
Human Relations Committee, 
Edna Williams warns ‘hat unless 
some new method is devised for 
financing education for the 
poor, many of those affected 
will drop out of school and add 
to the already long lines of job 
seekers, or become part of our 
floating hopeless subculture.

chances for 
jobs—untrained, unskilled, 
inexperienced--are nil. Their 
chances for remaining in poverty 
for the rest of their lives are 
high. 

At least one legal suit has 
been brought to prevent the 
state from implementing this 
change at this time. On behalf of 
the California Welfare Rights 


Their 


Organization, Ralph Abascal 
filed suit Monday in San 
Francisco asking the State 


Supreme Court to determine 
whether the state has the right 
to break with past legislative 
policy in interpreting the new 
age of majority law. 

Even though lawyers for the 
welfare organizations have, since 
October 1971, defeated the 
Reagan administration on 33 
issues out of 34, sone members 
did not see an injunction, if 
granted, as a sure way of 
stopping the welfare changes. A 
welfare supervisor, who wished 
to remain anonymous and 
employed, said he believed that 
Carleson, State Director of 
Social Welfare, would under 
Reagan’s orders simply disregard 
court orders. “After aill,”’ he 
said, “‘who’s going to force them 
to release the money.” 

In addition to filing suit, local 
action is underway to prevent 


implementation The 
Sacramento County Board of 
Supervisors will be asked 


Wednesday, by Chairman Patrick 


Malarkey, to consider the 
Welfare Advisory Committee’s 
proposal that funds be 
continued at least until this 
school semester ends, to give the 
state and counties an 
opportunity {‘o research the 
implications of the impending 
act 

According to the Welfare 
Advisory Committee, if the 
county undertakes the 
responsibility of continuing aid 
to those affected by AB-2887 it 
would cost the county 


approximately $78,000 a month 
or nearly $1 million a year. In 
addition, $15 million of federal 
funds would not be given to 
California, since 50 percent of 
the $30 million saved comes 
from federal Social Security 
funds 
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Gay Stereotyping breaking down the barriers

“Gay Stereotyping” was the 
theme for discussion at the Gay 
Liberation Coffee House, 902 
Jay St. Friday night 
Recognizing that Gay men and 
Gay women do not really know 
Or understand each other, a 
group of approximately fifty 
men and women met in an 
attempt to break down the 
barriers between them. 

The problem was brought into 
focus by the attempt to set up a 
speakers bureau at Sacramento 
State College to provide gay 
speakers for classes and other 
groups. “We found that Gay 
men could not speak about Gay 
women and vice versa’ said 
Marty Rogers, SSC professor of 
Psychology and one of the 
founders of the SSC Gay 
Liberation Movement 

The discussion was centered 
in a “fishbowl” of two men and 
two women: Marty Rogers, and 
Joe, a vibrant and articulate 
young gay man; Suzy a small, 
but intense and forceful woman, 
and Darby, a soft appearing, soft 
spoken person who traces her 
definition of herself as Gay 
through her definition of herself 


aS 2 woman in the Woman’s 
movement 
Darby: (Following Marty’s 


Statement that we do not know 
each other well) “What do you 
know, Joe? Or is it just a 
vacuum?” 

Joe: “Well, I do know some 
Gay women personally..so I 
don’t believe all of the 
stereotypes like a lot of gay men 
do.” 








Darby: ‘‘What types of 
stereotypes do your brothers 
hold?” 

Joe: “You know, _ the 


traditional ones. Gay women are

Two springs ago, the 
Chicanitos Science Project was 
merely an “approved but 


unfunded" idea on two sheets of 
paper. However, after careful 
guidance from its founder, 


Alvino Chavez, it has grown to 
encompass 60 chicano junior 
high students, two schools and 
nearly 25 SSC tutors, plus it is 


Sprouting even bigger plans for

SSC students from 
engineering, biology and 
chemistry departments 
responded to the needs of the 
project, working at first solely as 
volunteers and later for three 
units of credit) with the 
chicanitos on a variety of 
Projects: constructing radios, 
cameras, electric motors and 
microscopes, studying birds of 
prey, dissecting frogs and raising 
fruit flies; taking field trips to 
science fairs, ocean tide pools, 
fish hatcheries and bird 
sanctuaries Most important, 
affirmed Chavez, “the program 
serves as a vehicle for building 
up self-confidence in the child, 
educationally and culturally 

“You see, the exposure of the 
child when he goes home is very 
limited. Some, not all, but some 
parents aren’t literate; or can’t 
show the child how certain 
things work. They can't 
interpret what the child learns in 
school to the child,”’ Chavez 
gently crushed the half-inch long 
cigarette against the side of the 
ashtray.

looked up and smiled, 
“Nowadays even if the parents 
are well-educated this happens.”

Future plans for the Science 
bring Chavez to 
Washington , D.C. “Even though 
our funding comes mainly from 
the School of Arts & Sciences, 
SSC has also given us money so I 
can go to Washington - to talk to 
the National Science Foundation 
about further funding.”

Environmental Council 
lists recommendations 


ECOS Analysis 
of County Plan 


In 1936 Sacramento County 
began the use of a general 
planning system. Since that time 
the public attitude towards the 
environment has taken a 
dramatic shift. This change in 
public attitude has continued 
with new changes and a greater 
awareness having developed 
since the adoption of the 196S 
master plan. On March 6th at 
7:30 p.m. in the McClatchy High 


School Auditonum public 
hearings start on Sacramento 
County’s new preliminary 


general plan 

The Environmental Council of 
Sacramento (ECOS) has 
reviewed the proposed general 
plan and although ECOS is 
endorsing the basic concepts of 
the plan, ECOS will introduce 
its own analysis and 
recommendations of the plan at 
the March 6th public hearing 
ECOS hopes to insure a 
strengthening of the plan 
through its recommendations 

In addition, ECOS is urging 
the general public to attend the 
public hearings as this may be 
our last chance to significantly 
change and influence’ the 
direction of planning = in 
Sacramento County for years to 
come. 

The General Plan proposed 
nine goals for Sacramento 
County’s growth. Ineluded are 
measures to provide guidance for 


Sacramento County’s growth 
until the population reaches 
880,000. One of the major 


features of the plan that ECOS is 
supporting is the urban limit 
line, a proposal to limit the 
pattern of growthand confine it 
to within an already developed 
area. Adoption of the urban 
limit line would have a direct 
effect of urban sprawl. Fifty 
percent of Sacramento County’s 
land that is already committed

Also a complete tine of American auto parts

It was sent directly to the 
printer, said Scott Burns. Our 
advertising manager didn’t even 
see it. We could not control the 
content before it arrived on 
campus. 

“It is the Hornet position and 
policy,” continued the Editor, 
“to prevent whenever possible 
any example of offensive 
matenals to minorities or 
women from appearing in the 
Hornet. In cases where this can 
be prevented, such material will 
be deleted, even at a business 
loss.” 

Explaining that this policy has 
never been written down in the 
Hornet guidelines, Scott said, 
“In cases where such material 
does get printed in the Hornet, 
steps will be taken to assure it 
will not happen again.” 

Great, I said, Now give me an 
example of what you plan to do 
about this? An insert policy, he 
said, will be formulated 
demanding prior approval of 
inserts before they may be 
included in the Hornet. In terms 
of regular advertising, a policy 
now exists where the editor may 
refuse any advertising found to 
be objectionable, but as of yet, 
not for inserts
